Coleman should be proud of their 
fire brigade. Under the guidance 
of Fire Chief Henry Zak these fel- 
. lows are doing an excellent job. 
Fire practice is held every Tuesday 
night. On nights when it is too cold 
to open the hydrants, lectures are 
given and work is done in the hall 
and on the equipment. During the 
last month the interior of the fire 
hall was re-decorated by the bri¬ 
gade with the firemen’s outfits 
washed, helmets re-numbered and 
everything ship-shape for the first 
fire. At present they are busy lin¬ 
ing up the fire truck’s equipment 
box with veneer and painting it. 

Lectures have been enthusiasti¬ 
cally received from Fire Commis¬ 
sioners from Edmonton, Calgary 
and Lethbridge, as were various 
films on fire fighting and how to 
prevent fires. 

Fire Commissioner Dick Beland 
from Edmonton, made a point by 
stating that it was just as much 
the duty of the fire brigade to pre¬ 
vent fires as to fight them. 

He further stated that in casc 
of a fire all civilians must obey the 
firemen. This should be empha¬ 
sized as a great number of spec¬ 
tators turn up at a fire and in¬ 
stead of being helpful, knowing! J- 
or unknowingly, obstruct the fire¬ 
men in their duties. 

These type of people can be fined 
by a complaint by a fireman. 

New coveralls, with crests of 
he local brigade, have been ord¬ 
ered for use in practices and dis¬ 
plays. 

Credit must be given to the town 
council for their continued inter¬ 
est in the welfare of the brigade 
and the supplying of equipment 
stuoh as wrenches, hoses, audio hail- 
tr and other necessary fire fight¬ 
ing equipment. The audio trailer is 
of particular use both to the bri¬ 
gade and for other functions around 
town.

Mr. Kovach expressed his plea¬ 
sure at being able to attend this 
meeting in support of Mr. Han 
sell, who had so ably represented 
this riding in the House at Ottawa 
for the last 22 years. 

He gave a word of explanation 
cn the Alberta budget, stating that 
the budget this year was lower 
than ever despite increases in sev¬ 
eral departments. He explained 
that people would ask how this 
was possible that they were able 
to spend more than they had. This 
was only made possible because of 
ieserves the government had kept 
from las tyear’s expenditures. 

This year the government would 
also accept full responsibility for 
Mothers' Allowances, 80 per cent 
if indigent relief and blind pen¬ 
sions. They also pay 60 per cent 
of Old Age Pensions as only 40 per 
cent qualify under Federal Gov¬ 
ernment qualification^ 

He also described certain edu¬ 
cational grants and forestry and 
highway work the government 
l opes to inaugurate this y\ar. 

He. stated that at a recenthreef- 
iug .Mr. Diefenbaker had made a 
statement he was afraid he would 
have a hard time living up to. He 
said “as long as I am Prime Min¬ 
ister never will the poor or hum¬ 
ble need suffer". 

Mr. Kovach stated that a dele¬ 
gation to Ottawa had put the facts 
about coal and coal miners’ plight 
before the Government but appar¬ 
ently had fallen on barren soli. 

However the delegation was try¬ 
ing again and hoped that with the 
election going on it might this time 
fall on fertile soil and bear fruit. 

He felt so long as the Canadian 
Government was importing coal no 
miner in Canada should be idle as 
this import eoal could be cut in 
lolume and the work to produce 
this amount in Canada would mean 
employment for Canadian miners. 

The cutback in oil exports would 
a:so affect the economy of the Ca¬ 
nadian people. He also felt that 
opening up the northern part of 
Canada for new resources and oth¬ 
er minerals should not be done, 
but since we have these same re- 
lources where the people have their 
homes and highways are already 
available. He stated the Federal 
Government did not know how to 
spend debt free money. 

Alberta government pay as they 
Went. As public buildings, high¬ 
ways and schools were completed 
they were all paid for and belonged 
io the people of Alberta, debt free. 
This could also be applied to the 
Federal Government as the people 
wanted to be debt free. 

Mr. Letcher then introduced K 
G. Hansell, the Social Credit can¬ 
didate. He expressed his pleasure 
at once again being able to address 
a meeting here and expressed his 
thanks for once again being cho¬ 
sen for candidate and that the con¬ 
fidence the people had placed in 
him for the last 22 years was once 
again being expressed. 

He said he knew the subject of 
interest to the people in this area 
. was the coal mining industry. 

He stated he wished to be per¬ 
fectly honest and was not going to 
make a lot of promises he would 
not be able to fulfil. He stated coal 
as an industry was in a decline and 
ro hope could be held for the fu¬ 
ture unless new markets could be 
found for orders. However, the 
present Government seemed to be 
showing little concern In this mat¬ 
ter. He felt that the same help 
should be given the coal industry 
as is given other industries in oth¬ 
er areas. If the import on coal 
could be cut and a quota of this 
be given to Canadian mines this In¬ 
dustry would be able to carry on 
until suoh tknes as other markets 
are available. It would give work 
to miners and a nominal amount 
cf work to give them a living so 
they could carry, on. 

He also felt that the natural re¬ 
sources in the Crows Nest Pass, 
which are abundant, such as coal, 
iron ore, oil, gas, etc., should be 
developed here where there are 


adequate highways and railways ] 
and where people have already es¬ 
tablished their homes, rather than 
in the North where all these con¬ 
veniences must still toe built before 1 
development of resources could take 
place. 

In discussing the Japanese coal 
markets we must be able to com- i 
pete with other countries and able | 
to meet their prices when seeking 
this market. If we can compete 
both in price and quality we will 
get this market. If not we will lose 
this source of orders. .' 

Price is the mos timportant is¬ 
sue in this market. Loading facili¬ 
ties also must be available. Canada 
Coes not have these, consequent¬ 
ly our coal to .Japan must be high¬ 
er to pay for coal which must be 
shipped from American port load¬ 
ing facilities. 

Thus the coal industry does not 
look too encouraging, but could be 
helped— if only the Government 
would step in and give it a hand. 

He also stated that what the 
people wanted was not a man that 
was for the party and pulling for 
one person, but someone who would 
l ull for them. He said that he hop¬ 
ed he had been this kind of a re¬ 
presentative in the past, and hoped 
the people would see fit to have 
him as representative in the next 
House. As he stated he had done 
his best in the past and there was 
a lot of fight left in the "Old Boy" 
yet. 

Mr. Letcher then introduced the 
Hotf* James Hartley, Minister of 
Public Works. He said this was his 
first visit to the Pass since 1934. 

He said the Social Credit Gov¬ 
ernment had come a long way since 
that time. They had a high invest¬ 
ment— more than 10 times that of 
1935. He said 67 million dollars 
was spent on highways, 27 million 
dollars on Public Health. The pub¬ 
lic highways and buildings were all 
paid for. This year the province 
hoped to commence a Hospital In¬ 
surance plan on April let 
There would be no reason then 
tor anyone having to be without 
hospital care. 

Hospital boards would still man¬ 
age the individual hospital*. 

He also gave figures and facts 
on school grants and loans and a 
icport of the importance to the 
province and Canada of the great 
tourist industry and stated that he 
hoped that everyone would try and 
cio their best to keep this flourish¬ 
ing business at a peak as it help¬ 
ed the market for goods in Canada. 

in conclusion he stated that he 
hoped that the people in this area 
would support Mr. Hansell and 
send him back to carry on his 
good work.

Mr. Kennedy, an editor of The 
Qu’Appelle Vidette from 1890 to 
1897, said he has consulted a doc¬ 
tor only twice. Both times he paid 
$5 and got a solid bill of health. 

The first check-up was In 1920, 
and the second a short time ago, 
following an attack of the ’flu. 
Retired Farmer 

He lives alone on a farm near 


this community 40 miles southeast 
of Regina. In 1947 he retired from 
farming and in 1949 he and his wife 
moved to a separate home on his 
son’s farm where he continued to 
live after his wife’s death in 1950. 

Born in Glasgow, Scotland, he 
moved with his family to Ireland 
in 1872 and in May, 1889, arrived 
in Indian Head, Sask. 

While lie was in charge of the 
Fort Qu’Appelie paper, he also 
was raising several colts so that, 
he could go farming. This he did 
w hen the boom town of Fort Qu’Ap- 
pellee began to decline.
